Whitehall, a 
former mansion 
dating back almost to the Revolu­ 
tionary War and long a historic 
landmark in Croydon, will have 
to be demolished. 
The Bristol Township Commis­ 
sioners ruled yesterday that the 
famous building at 705 Shadyside 
Lane, now broken up into apart­ 
ments, no longer is habitable. 


The stately white pillars 
in 
front, four stories high, are in 
danger of crumbling, they said. 
The graceful mahogany staircase 
is unsafe and the roof is spotted 
with holes. 
Could Bring Tragedy 


In one place, they said, the 
limb of a tree hag been wedged 
under a roof joist to support it 
and the first wind high enough 
to sway the tree could bring it 
crashing down upon the occu­ 
pants. 
Harry Fawkes, president of the 
board of commissioners, s a i d 
yesterday that the building, once 
a hospital for wounded Civil War 
soldiers, was so deteriorated that 
it could not be reconstructed 
without a fantastic expenditure. 
One wing, Fawkes said, could 
possibly be rebuilt and its apart 
men is made livable. However, it 
is doubtful that the rest of the 
building could be torn down and 
that wing left standing. 
living Quarter* 


The only problem delaying rax­ 
ing of the building, he said, is 
that of finding living quarters for 
the one family still living in the 
dangerous part of the former 
mansion. 
An inspection of the building re. 
veiled that its upper floors serve 
as roosting places for dozen* of 
pigeons, who have easy access 
through the holes in the roof. The 
wood ii rotted away and crum­ 
bling in several places. 


There is no heat available for 
the enormous entrance hall and 
it is lighted by only one drop 
cord. Dozens of windows are 
broken and cover with a trans- 
parrot plastic sheet to keep out 
the cold. 


AU Over A Terse 1-Sentence Note

It said, “Gentle- 
men: I urge you to take the nec­ 
essary steps now to correct the 
sub-standard bousing conditions 
and disease breeding areas with­ 
in Falls Township.” 


The terse note was signed by 
George J. Ault, chairman of the 
newly formed. “Clean Govern­ 
ment Committee” and chairman 
of the Falls Republican Club. 
Ault attended the supervisors* 
regular meeting last night to hear 
his letter read. He then told the 
supervisors the committee will 
make a written, documented re­ 
port to the board on sub-stand­ 
ard and blighted housing areas 
and disease breeding areas in the 


township. Ault said the report is 
now being prepared. 
Berkes Takes Issue 
Ault and board chairman Mil­ 
ton Berkes then bad a lengthy 
difference of opinion over town­ 
ship housing conditions. 
Berkes began the fracas by 
taking issue with Ault’s letter. He 
accused Ault of “trying the case 
in the press,” rather than com­ 
ing to the supervisors with con­ 
structive suggestions. 
The supervisor said all town­ 
ship departments maintained 
a 
vigil over local housing condi­ 
tions. 
Anticipating a criticism 
from Ault, Berkes pointed out the 
dwellings on King Harms, for 
migrant farm workers, were un­ 
der the control of the State De­ 
partment of Labor and Industry.

nearly 500 men were at work a 
quarter of a mile below ground. 
Officials said at least 50 men 
were killed. Another 124 men 
were missing and trapped under­ 
ground. their fate toted as “un­ 
known,” more than nim? hours 
after the blast and a flash fire 
ripped through three shafts ck the 
huge Luisentahl mine in nearby 
Voelklingen. 
Seventy-eight miners were in­ 
jured but taken out alive, while 
an estimated 105 men were res 
cued unhurt. 
After the explosion at 8 a rn. 
<2 am . EST* hundreds of rescue 
workers converged on the scene 
and labored throughout the day 
to reach the trapped men. 
The U.S. Army sent doctors, 
nurses, blood plasma, ambulances 
and military police to help at the

Hong Kong: Glittering City Of Cities]

Here again, 
you. 
the contrasts in the Orient throw 


TOKYO — Jan. 30 — (Delayed) — I’m in this, 
the biggest, busiest and traffic-jammiest city in 
the world. 


But my heart is still back up the road a couple 
of thousand of miles at what I must say is the 
most exciting and glamorous town on the globe 
— Hong Kong. 


You have never really believed everything you 
read, heard or saw about the crown colony. But 
the fact is that everything is true — and more. 
I began feeling the pulse-beat of Hong Kong 
the moment I disembarked from a Pan-Am jet­ 
liner from Bangkok at the new Kowloon airport. 


I was there only a few days. The memory will 
linger long. Hong Kong is all you ever imagined. 
Yet Hong Kong is not precisely as you had 
dreamed. The most talented fiction writers have 
never been able to catch the spirit of it all. 


Hong Kong is more than a single city. It is 
Victoria Island; it is Kowloon, across Hong Kong 
Bay, and it is the New Territories, a 365-square- 
mile chunk of mainland leased to the British 
back in 1898 for IOO years. 
But it’s all Hong Kong. 


lf Bangkok is the crossroads of Southeastern 
Asia, Hong Kong is the cosmopolitan intersection 
of the Orient, of the world. 


I feel as though, during those three busy days 
and nights I spent in this vast city of sophisti­ 
cation, 
intrigue 
and 
excitement, 
I 
rubbed 
shoulders with the greater part of its three-and- 
a-half million people, 99 per cent of them Chinese 
and most of them Cantonese. 
This is how quickly you allow yourself to be

Kennedy Asks 


Satellite Plan 


WASHINGTON 'UPI* - Presi­ 
dent Kennedy asked Congress to­ 
day to create a corporation which 
could finance private ownership of 
a communications satellite system 
through public sale of $1 billion 
in stock. 
The plan is designed to speed 
development, possibly within IO 
years, of an international network 
relaying transoceanic telephone 
calls or contment-to-contment tele­ 
vision shows by use of satellites 
in space. 
Kennedy proposed legislation to 
set up a “government-created mo­ 
nopoly” into which investors could 
buy regardless of whether they al­ 
ready are in the communications 
business. Shares would cost a 
minimum of $1,000 each. 
Communications firms could be 
among these stock purchasers. 
They also would have a separate, 
more expensive category of stock 
reserved only for them—but with­ 
out the voting rights ami divi­ 
dends the public 
issue would 
carry. 
Kennedy's plan differed from 
bills already sponsored by the 
chairmen of the House and Sen­ 
ate 
space 
committees. 
Their 
measures would set up a corpora­ 
tion in which domestic and inter­ 
national communications compan­ 
ies would share ownership of sat­ 
ellites and ground stations 
There was another major differ­ 
ence Kennedy proposed that the 
President himself “designate in­ 
corporators who shall arrange fro 
an initial stock offering” and file 
articles of incorporation rn the 
District of Columbia after Con­ 
gress issues a charter. The pend­ 
ing bills would give such power 
to the Federal Communications 
Commission.

blended into the atmosphere of the colony and its 
milling crowds, day and night. 


I spent the greater part of a day walking 
through the jam - packed, narrow business streets 
of Victoria Island. 


I was fortunate enough to commandeer an Eng­ 
lish-speaking cab driver who showed me the 
magnificent apartment buildings high on the hills 
overlooking downtown, the hill section where 
hundreds of thousands of refugees live in shacks, 
and the north section where more uncounted 
thousands pitch camp on roofs of business, 
factory, and apartment buildings — anywhere to 
live, just so they can live. 
I spent an evening exploring Mongkok, the 
celebrated Chinatown — of all things — in upper 
Nathan Road in Kowloon where after a while 
you have the feeling that if you’re not on guard 
you’ll succumb to fantasy which isn’t fantasy at 
all. It’s the biggest Chinatown in the world right 
in the heart of the biggest Chinese city there is. 


And for a day I toured the New Territories 
which is also Hong Kong, but which is towering 
mountain peaks, fertile valleys, ancient walled 
Chinese cities, breath-taking scenery. 
For more than an hour I stood on a promontory 
where I watched Red Chinese farmers busy in 
their fields across the Communist China border 
only 1,500 yards away. 
It is across a score of miles of this borderline, 
heavily protected by guards and barbed wire, 
that Chinese mainlanders sneak or are smuggled 
into Hong Kong at the risk of their lives and 
families’ lives to escape the suffering and the 
horrors of Chinese Communist oppression. 
They’re still coming to Hong Kong — at the 
rate of anywhere from 200 to 1,000 a month. 


My hotel was the fine old Peninsula, at Nathan 
Road and Salisbury Road in Kowloon, overlooking 
Hong Kong Bay. 
Nearby were some of the finest shops and res­ 
taurants in Hong Kong. 
Nearby also was the pier for the Star Ferry 
whose boats holding thousands of passengers ply 
the harbor constantly — connecting Kowloon with 
old Hong Kong on the island. 
The bay is always alive with shipping — with 
vessels ranging from luxury liners to freighters 
to yachts to sampans moving in or out or across 
night and day. 
By night from my hotel, you stared in almost 
disbelief at one of the most beautiful nocturnal 
panoramas — the lights of the bay reflecting the 
vari-colored glow of old Hong Kong; the towering 
hills aglow as a Christmas tree as the almost 
perpendicular residential apartment areas, ex­ 
clusively for the rich or the very well-to-do, 
joined in an imaginative rhapsody of color. 


This report seems like a travelogue which in­ 
deed for the moment it is. 
You don’t wrap up Hong Kong in a single, 
hurriedly written piece. A more detailed dis­ 
cussion will come later. 
And there are details. About, for example, my 
visit to one of the walled cities where 600 men, 
women and children live — all of r n same family. 
Also, for example, a little saga of an editor’s 
voyage on an old and fragile Chinese sampan 
IO miles down the bay at IO p.m. to the mag­ 
nificent Sea Palace, a glittery restaurant offshore 
in the China Sea where cosmopolites of the world 
visit for fabulous Chinese dinners. 
I doubt, however, if many of them ever make 
the trip by sampan. Only the most hardy survive 
the experience and still enjoy dinner.

Bristol College 
In 1834 Whitehall and the build­ 
ing next to it, known as China H all! 
or China Retreat, became a part; 
(rf Bristol College, with a 36-acre | 
campus. The college was formed! 
as a school for manual labor,! 
with 132 students who “performed 
religious duties in the vicinity.” 
The Rev. Chauncey Colt was pres­ 
ident of the college at its found­ 
ing. 
China Hall, an equally impos­ 
ing 
structure, 
was demolished 
about a year ago. 
It had been 
built by Andreas Evarardus Van 
Braam Houckgeest, a Dutchman 
who at one time had been Hol­ 
land’s minister to China. 
According to local tradition, it 
was used as an underground stop 
for smuggling Chinese into this 
country and had a series of tun­ 
nels connecting the building itself 
with the river. 
Boarding School 
Whitehall became a boarding 
school, then a military school, 
then a school operated by the 
Society of Friends for girls. Dur­ 
ing the Civil War it was a hospital 
for wounded and ill Union soldiers 
and after the war it was a home 
for orphaned children of Negroes 
who had served in the Union 
Army. 
More recently it was a summer 
home for 
deaf 
children 
from 
Philadelphia, then a township ele­ 
mentary school. It was broken up 
into apartments in 1930. 
The building is owned by Samuel 
and Julia Lachewitz, an elderly 
couple. Lachewitz is 83 and un 
able to work because of a heart 
condition. 
Have Spent 810,OM 
Mrs. Lachewitz said this morn 
ing that she and her husband 
purchased the building in 
1930 
They have spent more than $10. 
OOO since then in repairing it and 
attempting to keep it up. she 
said, and no longer can afford the 
extensive renovations that are 
needed. 
A new roof would cost more 
than $2,000 today, she said. 
The apartments were installed 
by the Lachewitzes. 
Sole occupant (rf the more dan 
gerous section, according to Mrs 
Lachewitz, is B.L. Witte ami his 
family.

Police sealed off the mine area 
from thousands of anxious, weep­ 
ing relatives of the trapped min­ 
ers who clustered outside the iron 
gates leading to the main eleva­ 
tor into the pits.

Hundreds of wives, mothers, fa­ 
thers, sons and daughters of the 
trapped men massed near the 
mine. 
The U.S. Army supplied doctors, 
nurses and blood plasma on an 
emergency basis, while the Saar­ 
land, according to state officials, 
"organized for disaster.” 
Rescue officials said they feared 
this 
morning's

might 
rank alongside the 1965 mine 
tragedy at Dahlsbach, which cost 
56 lives. 
Shortly after I p m. <7 a rn. 
EST), about five hours after the 
blast, rescue workers reported 
they had made contact with the 
trapped miners. 
They began bringing some of 
the men to the surface 
Mine officials said the dead and 
injured all apparently were in an­ 
other section of the mine from 
the trapped men. 
Saarland President Franz Josef 
Roader left a political meeting to 
rush back to the disaster area 
when to heard the news. 
The disaster occurred in nearby 
Voelklinger in the heart (rf the 
Saar, one of the world’s great 
coal mining areas. 
Mine officials said fire spread 
through the main shaft shortly 
after the blast.
